son is, indeed, double-tough, 
maybe the toughest wrestler in the 
world. Although not particularly huge 
at 6' and 249 pounds, Anderson has the 
skills and brains to think and fight his 
way through any maich, and he never. 
backs down from anyone. A founding 
member of The Four Horsemen, 
Anderson urged the reunion of Ric 
Flair, Ole Anderson, and himself with 
newcomer Paul Roma. So far, the 
Horsemen are looking pretty good. 
Flair notched his 10th world title win, 
and Anderson and Roma ри! the tag 
team world—and particularly The 
Nasty Boys—on notice that the Horse- 
men are as vital a force in the sport as 
ever. In his marvelous career, Ander- 
son has held six world tag team titles 
and three NWA World TV champion- 
ships. It seems as if Arn never slows 
down. In fact, WCW MAGAZINE'S Dave 
Rosenbaum had to do some running to 
catch up with "The Enforcer” and pose 
these “10 Questions.”

hen wrestling historians one day write the chapter on this 
decade's place in the sports history, they will no doubt refer to 
April 21, 1993, as one of the great moments. A tuming point. A 
moment of miraculous triumph. 

It was, of course, on this day that Cactus Jack met his doom, The 
picture should be fresh in everyone's mind: Big Van Vader lifting 
Cactus Jack to shoulder height as I removed the protective covering. 
fromthe cement floor. Then— and 1 can still e it in slow-motion—the 
mighty Vader dropping Jack to the floor, Jack's pebble head absorbing 
every ounce of impact, 

April 21, 1993. A great day in wrestling history. Vader and I did all 
^f society a tremendous favor, The man is a danger, and we kept him 
‘away from the ring for nearly five months. 

There are times when I reflect upon that day and wonder what we 
could have dore to make Cactus Jack's departure permanent, About 
two weeks earlier, Vader broke Jack's nose, and 27 stitches were 
required to close several severe facial wounds. 

A man with any sense would have quit right then and there, Jack, 
however, clearly doesn’t have an ounce of sense in his demented mind, 
and he is now paying the price of his ignorance and bullheadedness. 

Ви you will read no excuses today. No. What you will hear about is 
t master plan to drive Cactus Jack cut of wrestling, out of life, forever, 
and what we do to Cactus Jack should be taken as a message to all 
Wrestlers. I do not need to speak that message. Actions speak far louder 
than words. 

am confident that I have assembled the most awesome force this 
‘sport has ever seen, a group of four wrestlers that makes The Four 
Horsemen look like The Partridge Family. In my days as an active 
wrestler, any man with an ounce of sense knew to fear such a group and 
Heep a distance, 

You all know Big Van Vader, He's the WCW World champion 
three times over and one of the finest all-around wrestlers this sport has 
ever seen. I thank the good Lord men like him weren't around in my 
day. He is clearly a machine of the modem age, but there is something 
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deliciously primitive about him, 

Vader's supporting case is the finest in the world. The Colossal 
Kongs—Avesome ard King live up to their names with mare than 
900 pounds of magnificent bulk. The more they eat, the more dangerous 
‘the situation becomes for Cactus Jack and anybody who gets in their 
"way. But their mission isnot restricted to the numbskull from Truth or 


Consequences, New Mexico. 

‘One day, WCW will have to tailor the tag belts to fit around the 
monstrous waists of The Colossal Kongs. They are my greatest 
discovery, but I vill not say where I discovered them. 

Finally, there is the lightweight in tte group, but he is ight in 
pounds only, not in talent. Yoshi Kwan, a man I discovered during а 
recent trip to Hong Kong. is the antithesis of The Colossal Kongs: 6, 
220-pounds, all muscle, and a master of the martial arts. Take one look 
at his face, adorned with a beautiful Fu Manchu beard, and you know 
‘he means business. 

Anybody who has followed my career knows I'm a no-nonsense 
‘man, I don’t have time for games, and I refuse to stand by while others. 
take advantage of me or my men, Over the past few months, it has come 
to my attention that certain elements within WCW were trying to 
destroy me and Vader. Consider Yoshi Kwan and ће Kongs as 
preventive medicine,

SPIN THE WHEEL, 
MAKE THE DEAL 


On October 24, Cactus Jack and Big Ven Veder will square off in 
the main event of Halloween Havoc. What kind of a match will it 
be? Nobody will know until that night, when the wheel containing 
12 different specialty matches will be spun. Here's a guide to the 
bouts that will be included on that wheel: 

RUSSIAN CHAIN MATCH: The competitors are joined 
at the wrists by a chain; the first man to touch all four 
cornerposts is declared the winner. 

DOG COLLAR MATCH: The competitors are joined at 
the necks by a chain; pinfall or submission decides the 
winner. 

1 QUIT MATCH: The first man to cause his opponent to 
shout “1 Quit!" is declared the winner. 

COAL MINER'S GLOVE MATCH: The option that 
came up on the wheel at Halloween Havoc 1992; the first 
wrestler to retrieve a steel-plated glove from atop a pole 
may use it legally: pinfall or submission decides the winner. 
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LUMBERJACK/BELTS MATCH: The ring is surrounded 
by wrestlers wielding leather straps to keep the competitors 
in the ring; pinfall or submission decides the winner. 
BARBED-WIRE MATCH: The ring ropes are draped with 
barbed-wire; pinfall or submission decides the winner. 
CAGE MATCH: The ring is surrounded by а steel саре; 
pinfall or submission decides the winner. 

PRINCE OF DARKNESS MATCH: Both men are 
rendered blind by hoods covering thair heads; pinfall or 
submission decides the winner. 

TEXAS DEATH MATCH: The match proceeds until one 
man cannot continue; the other is declared the winner. 
FIRST BLOOD MATCH: The man who causes his 
opponent to bleed first is declared the winner. 

TEXAS BULLROPE MATCH: The competitors are 
joined at the wrists by a rope, at the center of which is a 
cowbell; pinfall or submission decides the winner. 
SPINNER'S CHOICE: The spinner of the wheel gets to. 


seriously injured and hospitalized 
Cactus Jack back in April at Center 
Stage Theater in Atlanta. Jack suffered 
а severe concussion and experienced 
periodic bouts of amnesia after being at 
the wrong end of Vader's violent power 
bomb. He was out of action for several 
months before recently returning. 

Putting these two men together in a 
*Spin The Wheel, Make The Deal" 
match is like putting 1,000 pounds of 
explosives into a furnace! 

For example, the Russian chain, dog. 
collar, barbed-wire, and steel cage 
matches all involve hard metal objects. 
‘The cage matches ensure the action will 
be confined to the ring where these 
men can do unto each other as much as 
they desire. Several of the matches 
involve weapons, and all of them have 
one thing in common: They're uncon- 
ventional fights to the finish. 

"That's the way I want it,” Jack sai 
“After what he did to me, it's payback 
time. If you wanna know something, 1 
don’t care what kind of match comes 
up. All I want is Vader in the ring for 
five minutes. That's all I need.” 

Naturally, Vader and manager 
Harley Race are supremely confident. 
Vader's power bomb is the most lethal 
weapon in WCW, and Race possesses a 
dangerous mind. After hospitalizing 


Jack, Vader half-apologized for his 
actions. 

"It's too bad," Vader said. "Now I 
won't have Cactus Jack to push around 
for a few months. 

Vader might have the advantage in 
this match because he has two heads on 
his side. With Race at ringside, Vader 
will have the chance to talk strategy. 
once the match is chosen; Jack will be 
on his own. 

Any match that confines the action 
to the ring clearly favors the huge 
Vader, who likes to corner his op- 
ponents. Jack, who is expert at falls- 
count-anywhere matches (his possible 
choice if the "spinner's choice” comes 
up), wants to spread out the action. Не 
also wouldn't mind having a foreign 
object or two to counter the much more 
powerful champion, 

‘The potential for injury is enormous. 
Last year’s “Spin The Wheel” match 
contained one especially horrifying 
incident, when Roberts’ pet cobra 
started biting his owner near the throat. 

‘There'll be no snakes ог pets thi 
time around. The only question remain- 
ing is who will win the coin flip that 
decides who gets to spin the wheel. It's 
an important factor because of the 
"spinner's choice.” Otherwise, each 
wrestler will enter a dark, mysterious 
world on Halloween Havoc 
night.

Cis a bright, sunny Tuesday 
afternoon at Fulton County 
Stadium in Atlanta, and Rick

iting two rows to the left, who 
gasp when Rude removes his 
tank top during the seventh 
inning stretch. 
Rude is enjoying this rare 
day off from the rigors and 
daily travel of professional 
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wrestling. For a man who lives fast, he 
has a certain appreciation for the 
leisurely pace of baseball. 

“It gives me a chance to relax," 
Rude says. 

But Rude doesn't seem totally 
relaxed, and he seems highly disturbed. 
by a play in the bottom of the eighth 
inning. Ozzie Smith, the St. Louis 
Cardinals' shortstop, goes deep into the. 
hole behind second base to snag a hotly 
grounder. Hc turns on a dime, 
makes the toss to second, and then the 
relay is made to first for the double- 
play. 

The stadium, packed with Braves 
fans, roars its approval. Sure, the out- 
standing play was made by the op- 


An ego that enables Rick Rude to pose in the 
midst of a match is not about to easily under- 
stand why those fens don't like him. 
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ponent, but the fans recognize and 
appreciate great baseball. 

Rude, however, does not stand to 
applaud, and the look on his face tums 
to anguish, 

“Why can’t they cheer me?” Rude 
says to his companion. “Here they are, 
cheering the enemy in a baseball game 
after he tums a double play. How can 
the fans boo the greatest wrestler in the 


world?” 

It is an amusing question, but one 
Rude should be able to answer. Unlike 
most athletes in other sports, wrestlers 
are judged as much by their personality 
as by their ability. They are constantly 
being interviewed and displaying their 
real selves. Certainly, a great play by 
firecracker-bombing Vince Coleman 
wouldn’t get an ovation in any stadium 


A thunderous Samoan drop executed to preci- 
sion, Rude feels, should draw thunderous 
applause from the fens. It should—but not 
when Rude does it! 


in the major leagues. 

Rude doesn't understand what he's 

done wrong. His resume is packed with 
accomplishments and there is no 
doubting he's among the finest all- 
around wrestlers in the world. Op- 
ponents, even enemies, admire Rude. 
After their “Ironman Challenge” match 
at Beach Blast *93, Dustin Rhodes 
freely admitted admiration for his hated 
opponent. 
He's a superstar," Rhodes said. “I 
don’t like io admit it, but the man has 
tremendous talent. It's unfortunate he 
also has a huge cgo." 

And that's the problem. Rude, of 
course, interprets his somewhat ob- 
noxious ego as an honest admission of 
his own greatness. He loves displaying 
his tight, streamlined physique— 
perfect for wrestling, perfect for 
showing off—as much as he enjoys 
displaying his athletic ability. A Rick 
Rude match isn’t a sporting event, it's a 
show. 


But it's a show that is constantly 
met vith disapproval by the fans. 
Perhaps Rude needs to learn that 
actions speak louder than words. 


Rude's actions are substantial, but 
Sometimes his words overshadow 
everything. 


m the greatest gift to this sport," 
Rude said. "When 1 came along, WCW 
took on a whole new light. That's why 
T took the U.S. belt. I deserved it. It was 
mine and WCW took it away. Fort- 
unately, I’m man enough to take 
control of a situation.” 

Rude can take advantage of his own 
situation by shutting up and just 
wrestling, but that doesn’t seem to be in 
his plans. The intriguing aspect of 
Rude’s complaint is that he seemingly 
wants the fans to cheer him. If that’s 
the case, he’s going about it in the 
wrong way. The fans love to cheer 
down-to-earth, multitalented wrestlers, 
not blowhards, 

Rude doesn’t see it that way. He 
feels people should cheer the man, not 
the man’s words, and if the fans can’t 
see what's plainly clear, he'll help them 
along. 

“Nobody ever accused the average 
fan of being a genius,” Rude said. 
“Most of these slobs go home, stuff 
their faces, go to sleep, and wake up to 
some boring 9-10-5 job. They grovel to 
their bosses, talk about them behind 
their back, and live in constant fear of 
the inevitable day when a pink slip is in 
their paycheck, Of course they don’t 
like me, I'm too much better than them. 

“But if they had an ounce of sense 
or knowledge about the game, their 
hands would instinctively overcome 
their little minds and they'd clap 
whenever I performed one of my 
spectacular moves,” Rude said. “If 
there's a man in this sport who knows 
more about wrestling than me, I 
haven't seen 

Statements like these will do 
nothing to endear Rude to the fans 
whose approval he seeks. Nobody li 
to be told what to like or when to cheer. 
The fastest way to get boos at a 
wrestling match would be to hold up a 
sign that reads, “Applaud! 

Rude feels the fans are missing out 
‘on something great. He's right when he

be muscular brawlers? 

SMITH: Sure, sometimes, because 
that's the way it seems. But then you look 
at a guy like Big Van Vader. Now, he’s 
built perfectly for brawling, but he has 
some great moves and he’s tremendously 
agile for a man of his immense size. Then 
again, you look at Sid Vicious. He's a total 
brawler, totally dependent on power and 
aggressiveness. But for every Vicious 
there's a Marcus Alexander Bagwell, for 
every Cactus Jack there's a Great Muta. 
The sport still has many sides, even if one 
side is bigger than all the others. 

WCW MAGAZINE: Could you have 
made it as a brawler? 

SMITH: Me? 

WCW MAGAZINE: Yes. 

SMITH: No. Sometimes | catch myself 
trying too much against a bigger wrestler, 
like Vader, for instance, and | have to slow 
down, regroup, and work from my 
strengths. And my strengths are 
good enough to compete
